SUBJECT : I.lBxico Rejocts Cubaji 'Jo to on 0s’.7ald Case 



The rtfixican and Cuban Goventaents have clashed over the invodti(;atic 
coniucted b/ llexlcan police into the activities of Lee Harvey Osvrald, 
President Jennedy*s 'suspected assassin , v/hile he Wi:.3 i:i Mexico from 
September 26 to October 3. Mexican Foreign Minister 'lanuel TELLO 
announced on Jovenber 23 that Me.xican .’u.ibassador to Cuba, Gilberto 
303.?,GS3, had been instructed tu i-etum as ‘'unacceptable" the Cuban 
Govermuent‘3 no^te of Novernber 26 -//hich bad protested the action of 
r.exican police in questioning an employee of the Cuban Consulate in 
Maxico City about Oswald’s reported application for a Cuban transit 
visa during his visit.

The Maxican press had reported previously that Mexican authorities 
TTore investigating Oswald’s activities in cooperation with United States 
authorities, including the ?3I. 

In itir^notF, the Ctrb 2 Hi^ov 9 m.T^nt had charged tiiat its Consulate’s 
employee, '^hora Silvia DUILU,,had been detained by police on IIov-^ 
eabor 23 , helTin pri36n”u£itiTr inidnight, physically mistreated, and 
subjected to ins inuation^^ about alleged "intiniate rolations** with 
Osviald. The Cuban note saLlu^'thaw^this’ "^ illegal” investigation corres- 
ponded to the plan of reactionaries in the U.3. v/ho v/ere using 
President Kennedy’s assassination to promote a v/ar policy on tae basis 
of accusations against Cuba and the Soviet Union. Alleging that the 
Mexican police actions had disregarded the miiiinum guarantees owed to 
employees of a consular office, the Cuban note concluded that the 
incident had damaged the friendly relations bet.veen the t*i70 coiui tries.
